WASHINGTON (AA—if the Demo­ 
crats could put into a newspaper 
ad what is going on in their heads 
as they take over control of the 
new Congress W ednesday, it woald 
go som ething like this: 
“ Wanted: one or m ore good is­ 
sues during the next two years of 
this 84th Congress which will en­ 
able us to win the 1956 elections, 
including both the presidency and 
control of Congress again.” 
The Republicans, of course, wish 
the sam e. But at this m om ent there 
is not a single issue which anyone 
could say positively would be of 
sufficient 
m agnitude 
in 
1956 
to 
mean victory or defeat for one 
side or the other. 
Thin Margin 
When the D em ocrats won con­ 
trol of Congress in November, they 
did so by a paper-thin m ajority. 
By itself that was significant. 
It m eant the voters themselves 
recognized no great difference be­ 
tween Dem ocrats and Republicans. 
In a tim e of great prosperity like 
this, when people are earning and 
eating well, they feel no need, and 


m ake no dem ands, for either great 
reform oi radical change. For that 
reason the program s of the two 
parties, which have to reflect the 
i popular mood in order to succeed, 
tend to be m oderate. 
This 
mood 
would 
change, 
of 
| course, if there were some sharp 


I alterations in the present prosper- 
| ity of the country. For example, 
a depression. 
Plausible Poll Prospects 
Then the party which could ofter 
the most plausible remedy, and 
could 
escape 
the 
most 
blame, 
would have the best prospects at 
the polls. 
D em ocrats are talking now of 
making investigations which may 
provide issues, if only tem porarily. 
For example, investigations into 
the government security program 
for its employes; Into the reduc­ 
tion of military' m anpower; and in­ 
to the field of public vs. private 
power. 
All three may give the Demo­ 
crats political talking points but it 
is questionable that they will still 
be issues by 1956 or hat they will 
be suff'cienly exciting to m ake 
such difference to voters.

It’s possible he com m ands 
some obscure air base in a distant 
area. It’s also possible he is in 
prison. Probably he knew much 
about the network of intrigue that 
surrounded the Kremlin in Stalin’s 
last days.

On this score another nam e is 
im portant, Alexander N. Poskreby- 
shev, head of Stalin’s personal sec­ 
retariat. He 
knew some of the 
darkest secrets of the Soviet dic­ 
tator. 
W esterners have speculated that 
Poskrebyshev’s

may 
have 
pulled the strings of the notorious 
quashed “ Doctors’ Plot.” His story 
m ust be a fascinating study in in­ 
trigue and the fate of the great in 
Russia.

{RUSSIANS ARE 
EXPECTED TO 
FREE TWO YANKS

In Moscow, an em bassy spokes­ 
man emphasized that the note did 
not m ake release of the two Amer­ 
ican; cciv.Utional on the return of 
the children.

It appeared certain the United 


States would reject R ussia’s re­ 
quest, on “hum anitarian” grounds, 
for the return of the children. 
The contents of the Soviet note— 
but not its text—were made public 
by the State Department late S at­ 
urday night. 
Homes And Agencies 
Eight of the Russian children ere 
in West Germ any, living in foster 
homes or being cared for by wel­ 
fare agencies. Three others, the 
children of a Russian Armenian 
who returned to the Soviet Union 
in 1947, are In the New York City 
area. 
Some of the youngsters in Ger­ 
many are the children of Russians 
held in Germ any as slave laborers 


in World War II. A U.S. High Com­ 
mission court in 1951 rejected a 
Soviet demand for their custody, 
ruling tills would not be In their 
best interests. 
The three in New York are the 
children of H ainport Zoon Chalook- 
i tan. Born in this country, they 
W ere turned over to New’ York au­ 
thorities * five years before their 
father returned to Russia, on the 
I ground he w as unable to care for 
them.
